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The President and the Board of Trustees submit to the mem- 
bers of the Society of the Four Arts a plan for the Post War Ex- 
pansion of your Society . 

With our eyes fixed upon our battle fields we must not over- 
look the significant fact that if we are to have an orderly development 
in the Post War era, plans should be laid now for the structure or 
scheme of things in which we are going to have to live in the 
decades to come . 

Peace and beauty must be restored to a tortured world and 
in its own immediate surroundings the Society of the Four Arts, 
in planning an expansion program at this time , has that thought 
very definitely in mind. 

We are hopeful that our members will recognize the vital im- 
portance of this proposed expansion, as a Post War Project to absorb 
part of the problem of unemployment that will be facing this com- 
munity, the same as thousands of others. 

The need for a program of expansion has been evident for many 
years. An adequate auditorium, correct and ample galleries for the 
proper display of pictures, and suitable library facilities must be pro- 
vided so that the Society of the Four Arts may keep pace with its 
growing membership. 

Towards this end our farsighted Treasurer, the late Dr. Edmund 
LeRoy Dow, worked incessantly , and in his will left us a bequest 
to be used towards the development of this program. 

A model of the proposed Post War construction has been pre- 
pared and will be on display at the Society of the Four Arts building. 
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Three Galleries of varying sizes, with the latest equipment in lighting and wall construction, are pro- 
vided for the display of pictures. These Galleries are designed and proportioned to provide thc proper 
setting for the varying exhibitions. The Library remains in its present location on the second floor. An 
ample stairway and elevator will be provided. The present Reading Room will be enlarged to include thc 
entire second floor. A stack room for 20,000 volumes, a Librarian’s work room, and a room for the proper 
display of the collection of the Florida Historical Society, which can be used as a Children s Reading 
Room, are the new facilities provided.
